Noble has taken a decided stund with refer­ 
ence to the Cherokee outlet, Indian Terri­ 
tory. As it is known that the Cherokee 
Indians have declined to sell unassigned 
lands to the Government at $1 25 per acre, 
so that it may be throw n open to settle­ 
ment, and Noble's advices from there were 
to the effect that tbe cattle syndicate, who 
had leases on the land, were hacking the 
Indians up in declining, and offered to re­ 
new their lease for fifteen years at $449,000 
per annum , or less than the Government 
offered, Noble therefore secured an opini >n 
from Assistant Attorney-General Snields 
that the law declared such leases unlawful 
and illegal. This fact being established, 
Noble has written a letter to General Fair­ 
child, Ctiaiman of the Cherokee Commis­ 
sion, setting forth the above facts and de­ 
claring the leases illegal, and ordering the 
lessees to leave Cherokee outlet on or be­ 
fore June 1st next, with their cattle and 
fixtures. 
He also gives a broad hint that if 
the Indians do not accept the Government 
offer for land, the Government may assert 
its right to transfer other Indian tribes and 
settle them upon the outlet, as the treaty 
with the Cherokees gives it the right to clo 
so.

THE UNITED BRETHREN. 


R islio p B e c k e r R e p lie s to R isliop H ott 
iu T em p era te L a n g u a g e. 
E ds. R ecobd-Union : 
Perm it me to cor­ 
rect a few statem ents made by Bishop 
H ott in your issue of last Friday morning. 
The appointm ents of m inisters announced 
in the R ecord-Union on the 22d instant 
were bona fide, and were made by the reg­ 
ular California A nuual Confermce of the 
Church of the United Brethren in Christ, 
which convened at Burneyville on the 15 h 
instant. The writer will take the oversight 
of the church in this city until a permanent 
supply is secured. The S-raramento church 
is an incorporated body, of which the 
writer was made a charter member. 
Here are the simple facts: I he church 
recognizes a Constitution. Article IV. of 
which read s: ‘ There shall be no altera­ 
tion of the foregoing Constitution unless 
by the request of two-thirds of the whole 
society.” 
In Í885 the General Conference, without 
a single request, aDd against the rem on­ 
strances of twenty annual Conferences, ap­ 
pointed a Commission to amend the Cun 
eritution. To this Commission was also 
given the Confession of Faith, to be re­ 
vised by them. The Constitution expressly 
says: "No rule or ordinance shall at any 
tim e be pas.-ed to change cr du away with 
the Confession of Faith as it now stands.” 
Nevertheless, in the face of this plain "two- 
thirds' request” clause, and the constitu­ 
tional protection of tbeCoufeosion of Faith, 
less than one-fourth ot the “ whole society” 
undertook to revolutionize the church by 
violating the Constitution regarding its own 
permanence and the perpetuity of the Oon- 
tes-.ion of Faith guarded by the organic 
law. 
The General Conference set itself above 
tbe Constitution, and both in ISSSand 1889 
transcended its authority. 
The 110 dele­ 
gates, against 20, did not vote to adopt an 
"amended CV-nstitntion” and a “ r-.vised 
confession.” 
The question of adoption 
was not before them . 
If so, a majority 
vote could have rejected it. 
This they 
claim could not have been done, since the 
adoption was the act of the Society, not of 
General Conference. 
There were 16 282 
personal remonstrances before the Confer­ 
ence in 18S9 
Their appeals were ignored 
nntil after the 116 delegates declared tbc’r 
revolutionary measures tu be the funda­ 
mental law and belief of the church. 
W hen, on the 13th of May, 1889, Bishop 
Kephart announced that the Conference 
would pass from the o'd and legislate un­ 
der the new, Bishop W right and fifteen 
delegates refused to enter the new organ­ 
ization, hut i 'Qiinut u the rtgnlar business 
of the Co’.’*rence, filling vacancies by al­ 
ternates, and attending to all the work 
within tbeir jurisdiction according to tbe 
requirem ents of the original Constitution. 
Several cases h tve gone through the 
lower Courts. Of tli-se the i ew church 
won one that was tried upon the m erits of 
the case. The delendants appealed tu the 
Superior Court. 
A nother case tried upon 
its merits was decided in favor of the old 
church. The new church appealed the 
cased; but have since withdrawn it, and 
paid the casts of litigation. The Superior 
Court of Ohio will scon try an im portant 
case, the results of which will 1 ave a more 
significant weigh’. The old church will 
hold the property fr m the Let that the 
“ right of property inheres with these who 
adhere to the original Constitution.” 
The doctor says : ‘ In California hut one 
of the itinerants went off with this move­ 
m ent.” Tue facts are that but eight itiner­ 
ants remained. Can they show as many, 
besides those transferred to them at their 
late gathering here? Fifteen preachers re­ 
mained with us in California, and the out­ 
look for a rear of success is very hopeful. 
Our members at Sac am ento adhering to 
the Constitution of 1811 are not easily led 
to adopt the new revolutionary work that 
arrogates to itself the right to expel (?) 
members from tbe church, and lay claim 
to property am ounting to $-1000000.

San Francisco. This move is considered 
fatal to the m aritim e botas uf the Canadian 
Pacific. 
The officials of the steam ship company 
gave no reason for the discontinuance. 
It 
is understood that the reason lies in con­ 
tracts just given by tbe railway company 
to a Glasgow firm for building steamers for 
a new fast line for this route. Sir W idiam 
Pearce and other owners of the sleams-hip 
line are also members of another Glssaow 
firm, ar.d it has been understood sli along 
¡hat they would receive the ubove couirs 
To punish the railroad company for having 
broken faith with the seam ship com par -, 
which is ruu in connection with the rail­ 
way, they determined to throw up the con­ 
tract.

THE TROUBLE IN MONTANA. 


The trouble in the Medicine Bow pre­ 
cinct, Montana, and upon the decision con­ 
cerning which the political complexion of 
the Legislature depends, may be thus 
stated: In the precinct there are 200 
votes. The voters are all railroad graders 
and track-layers engaged in building a rail­ 
way to Gallatin from Butte. The night 
before the election the boss of the working 
gangs called them together and made this 
little speech—short, but effective : 
We have a new system of voting this year 
an d it is impossible for th e bosses to tell how a 
m an votes. 
Now, m en, I have sim ply this to 
say, th at unless a very large proportion of the 
votes w hich shall com e out of this box to-night 
are straight Dem ocratic every m an in this cam p 
m ay consider him self discharged to-morrow 
m orning. 


There were cast 182 votes, and all but 
four were 
straight 
Demociatic. 
The 
Courts are now asked to reject the returns 
of this precinct on the ground that in­ 
timidation was used, and that the ballot 
was uot free and fair. If the voters re- 
fered to were not coerced, we do not un­ 
derstand the meaning of the word. In 
Montana 
a 
Republican 
Legislature 
adopted the Australian system of balloting, 
and as the speech of the boss which we 
have quoted proves, the balloting under it 
was secret, and no method couid be de­ 
vised to defeat it. The Montana Demo­ 
cracy antagonized this law and denounced 
it as an attempt to steal the election. 
It 
made a strong fight against the bill before 
the Legislature, and though the measure 
passed and became a law, the party still 
denounced it. Now, however, the reten­ 
tion of the returns of the Medicine Bow 
precinct will give the Legislature to the 
Democracy, and it is therefore making a 
hot fight for the validity of the election, 
while the Republicans are equally urgent 
that the returns for Medicine Bow pre­ 
cinct shall be thrown out for the reasons 
stated. That is to say, as the Helena 
Gazette puts it: 
T he Dem ocratic p a’ty has been caught w ith 
stolen goods in its possession, an d sim ulates a 
virtuous indignation th at if genuine would as­ 
sert itself against the perp“trators o f th e crim e 
rath er th an against th e officers w ho seized the 
goods in tran sit and are com pelling th e posses­ 
sors to show how they cam e into possession. 
T he Republicans dem and the m atter shall be 
investigated in th e courts. 
The Dem ocratic 
m anagers dem and th a t there sh all be no inves­ 
tigation. These are far ts 
How do they p re­ 
sent them selves to unprejudiced observers .’ No 
honest m an is afraid of justice. It is th e guilty 
w ho fear and evade it. 
Assuming the facts to be as stated above, 
and that the accounts which reach here are 
correct, there should be a rejection of the 
precinct returns—and it would make no sort 
of difference with us in reaching judgment, 
were the Republican, or any other party 
than the Democratic, interested in having 
the returns counted.

M. 
L o c k r o y , 
stepfather of Victor 
Hugo’s grandchildren, has written a pre­ 
face for “The Journalistic Year,” that is 
worthy of remark, for Mr. Lockroy is a 
thoughtful and brilliant writer, and is 
known as one of the brain-workers of 
“Le Rappel.” 
He admits, but half com- 
plainingly, that a revolution has taken 
place in French journalism in the last 
twenty years. For the French journal 
was once merely the weapon of the sopho­ 
mores and the contraversalists, the men 
of affairs outside of the politicians having 
little todo with it. 
But now journals are 
newspapers, and the people part and in­ 
terest in them ; the activities of the people 
are reflected in them ; they mirror their 
personality ; they tell of their movements 
in society as well as politics; they treat of 
things as well as ideas; 
they describe 
events, adventures, discoveries and inven­ 
tions, and do something more than discuss 
politics, diplomacy and theories. 
Now, 
Mr. Lockroy doubts if this is progress, 
and asks if the new order is not the result of 
infection from America. Possibly, but if so, 
French journalism should have been in­ 
fected long before this. If the press of 
America reasons too little and treats of 
dersonality too much, the press of France 
has, until a comparatively recent date, 
been open to a graver objection—it rea­ 
soned too much and treated of things, 
actualities and the people, as individuals, 
too little. 


T h e Albany Journal hits the nail o n the 
head regarding the printing o f ballots by 
the State, when it says: 
The ofiinal ballot m ust be had because it re­ 
lieves Ihe candidates from th e expense—and th e 
heavy expense—of having ballots printed in the 
ratio of several for each voter in the district; of 
having them m ailed or distributed to each 
vo ter; of hiring w orkers on election day to 
handle them at th e polls. Every m an who 
know s an ything about practical politics know s 
m at th is is an expense th a t few m en, com para­ 
tively, can m eet; and hence they are debarred. 
The Saxton bill in New York provides 
for the official ballot, and it also provides 
for the ballot clerk, concerning which pro­ 
vision the Journal adds : 
But th e ballot clerk, seated inside th e polling 
place to supply th e voter w ith his ballot, is 
equally esst ntial. By it the w ings of th e boodler 
are clipped an d th e poor, bu t deserving, are 
given an equal opportunity w ith th e w ealthy in 
th e race for oflice.

A C A S E IN P O IN T . 


W h a t a n O b s e rv a n t C itiz en S aw In th e 
G r e a t N o rth w e st. 
Selden Hetzel, Register of the Federal 
Land Office in this city, and who returned 
on Monday from a visit of two weeks to 
Oregon and W ashington, expresses him self 
in the most enthusiastic terms concerning 
the great Northwest. D aring his travels, 
he visited Spokane Falls, Ellensburg, Ta­ 
coma, Seattle and all the im portant cities 
and towns in W ashington. and—while he 
describes them all as flourishing and pros­ 
perous—he thinks that Seattle is the live­ 
liest place to-day in the Union. 
Mr. Hetzel said he mnst confess to a feel­ 
ing of real enlhusiasm regarding that sec­ 
tion. “ I really feel,” he said to a R ecord- 
U n io n reporter, “»8 if I had been spendiug 
a couple of weeks in Dreamland or Para­ 
dise. 
I was prepared to witness great 
changes in that part of the country, but the 
situation was beyond 
anything 
I had 
dreamed of.” 
“Then Seattle is rapidly recovering from 
the effects of the great fire ?” 
"Recovering? 
Why, it is safe to say that 
almost every square yard of ground there 
contains a workman or mechanic. The 
city is being rebuilt on a scale of real mag­ 
nificence. The buildings are ail of the 
most modern type, and the streets are being 
graded in true metropolitan style. A splen­ 
did system of cable roads is being intro­ 
duced. and there is a fine electric motor 
road also in operation.” 
“ Is capital plentiful there, and are the 
investors generally Eastern m en?” 
“ Y es; there is no end to the capital 
ready for investm ent in Seattle, and it 
mostly all belongs to Eastern men. In ­ 
deed, it is Easterners who are doing all the 
work of building up the city. Money can 
be had there for eight per cent, per annum , 
if put into good buildings. 
W hy, the 
President of the Board of Trade assured 
me that the new buildings recently erected 
and now in course of coustruction—taking 
nothing less than four-story structures, 
supplied with all modern improvements— 
would, if placed side by side m a row and 
close together, extend for a mile iu length.” 
“ And you regard the boom as not of an 
ephemeral character?” 
“ It does not seem to be. 
Although spec­ 
ulation is as rife as in Los Angeles in her 
palmiest days of the boom, there seems to 
be some foundation for it. The country 
has great and undeveloped resources, and 
it looks as if a great and prosperous sec­ 
tion will be built up arid developed in that 
part of the country. The overflow of capi­ 
tal and im m igration which is aut to result 
f’om such a boom will find its way into 
Northern California, which is also rich in 
undeveloped resources, and ultim ately this 
State will profit from the rush that is uow 
going on in the direction of these N orth­ 
western cities.” 


FRATERNAL DISCORD.

There is a case on trial in Justice H enry’s 
Court which has some interest to members 
of fraternal beneficiary bodies, of which 
this city has its full share.

M r. B la ir C la im s T h e y A re N o t P r o o f 
o f a V io la tio n o f L aw . 
In the article in yesterday's issue refer­ 
ring to the arrest of John Blair on a charge 
of having in his possession deer skins 
which did not bear evidence of the sex of 
the carcasses from which they had been 
taken, it was stated that the officers had 
procured two such skins as evidence. Mr. 
Blair thinks the statem ent prejudices the 
case. 
H e claims that he will be able to 
show in Court that the skins in question 
do show evidences of sex, and that he will 
be able to so prove. 
To that extent Mr. Blair may be correct. 
It is claimed by some persons that the sex 
of a deer may be determined even by a 
piece of the hide—in short, by the hair, 
texture of the skin, etc. 
But the law does 
not say that it is unlawful to possess a deer 
skin from which all evidences of sex had 
been removed, but "from which [any] evi-. 
deuce of sex,” etc. It seems to be clear 
enough that, if any portion of the skin that 
m ight show evidence of sex had been re­ 
moved, the skin comes w ithin the word 
and intent of the law. 
Again, it may be that this law (like a 
great m any others drawn by legislators 
who do not understand their subject or the 
force of the English language) is fatally 
defective, and if it be so the soonér the fact 
is discovered the better. For instance, the 
law prohibits the killing of female deer at 
any time, but it does not expressly say 
that it shall be unlawful for a person to 
have a doe-skin in his possession, although 
that is really what it was m eant to imply. 
Now, suppose a defendaut goes into Court 
and admits the possession of a doe skin 
bearing all the evidences of sex, can he be 
convicted? The law says, in effect, that 
“ evidences of sex shall not be removed,” 
and the defendant says, “ Here they are— 
now what are you going to do about it? ” 
To be sure, somebody killed the doe 
from which such skin was taken, but Where 
is he? 
W ho is he? Nobody can mistake 
the intent of the provision of the law under 
consideration, which is to prevent the 
killing of does. 
It seeks to prohibit any 
person from buying, selling, or having in 
bis possession the skin of a doe. in order 
that the business of hide hunting may Dot 
prosper. 
One purpose is undoubtedly to 
enable the officers to trace the skin to the 
man who killed the doe, and another is to 
prevent (by fine) any person from receiv­ 
ing its skin or keeping it in his possession. 
If the provision of the law in respect to 
the latter is weak or defective, let the fact 
be made known by the Courts, so that some 
schooiboy may write a law (for the Legis­ 
lature to pass) that will serve the purpose 
intended by the present one. 
It is not certain that the present law is 
defective. Its meaning is certainly plain 
enough, but it remains for the Courts to 
pass upon it, and the tribunals of this 
county are as well able as those of any 
other to solve the problem.

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OROYILLE WINS. 


THE GEM OF THE FOOTHILLS CABELES 
OFF THE PBIZE. 


The State Board of Agriculture Selects a 
Place for the Northern 
Citrus Fair. 


The State Board of Agriculture held a 
special meeting at 3 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon for the purpose of deciding on 
the town in Central and Northern Califor­ 
nia in which to hold the Citrus Fair. All 
the Directors were present excepting 
Messrs. La Rue, Finnigan and Swan. 
Marysville and Oroviile, the two towns 
contesting for the tair were, represented by 
delegates as follows: Colonel Edwards 
Woodruff, ex-Senator E. A. Davis, Senator 
Fred. Greely, J. H. Jewett, R. C. Kells, B. 
F. Walton, G. W. Harney, Supervisor W. 
T. Ellis, Jr., and W. A. Lawson, of Marys­ 
ville; James O'Brien, of Smartsville; 
Daniel Frazier, of W heatland; E. W. Fogs^ 
Floyd Taber, Senator A. F. Jones and D. 
K. Perkins, of Oroviile. 
W. A. Lawson, editor of the Marysville 
Appeal, was the first to address the Board. 
He began by stating that it was his firm 
conviction that Marysville was the best 
town in this part of the State in which to 
hold the fair, not excepting Sacramento. 
He read from the Record-Chion an article 
which quoted the law in the matter. He 
said thai twenty-four counties in the dis­ 
trict should be considered by the Board in 
the location of the 
fair. 
It was 
not his opinion that 
the planting 
of orange trees should govern the location, 
as Oroviile would claim. Placer county, 
he thought, was as much entitled to the 
fair as Oroviile. That county was in favor 
of Marysville, in preference to Oroviile. 
The Sacramento Board of Trade formally 
withdrew from competing, provided that 
the fair would be located north of Sacra­ 
mento. Had the Legislature provided for 
but one citrus fair then Sacramento would 
have been the city in which to hold it. 
The climatic map of the Stale Board of 
Trade shows that Marysville occupies the 
central position in the Northern and Cen­ 
tral California citrus belt. In choosing 
Marysville the Board could do it with the 
assurance that it lies in the heart of the 
citrus belt. Y aba, Butte and Placer coun­ 
ties have made the greatest developments 
in citrus culture. Placer is entitled to an 
equal consideration with Butte. Marys­ 
ville being central between these coun­ 
ties would afford the best advantage 
to all the counties to be considered. 
Marysville is more cheaply reached than 
Oroviile. All exhibits to Oroviile have to 
pass through Marysville. The latter place 
is a convenient point to make excursions 
to Placer and Oroviile. Mr. Lawson showed 
the Directors photographs of the Pavilion 
at Marysville, and said the building cost 
$10,000 and was in perfect condition. The 
total area amounts to 17,000 square feet. 
The Pavilion is two blocks from the depot, 
and Mr. Lawson said it was just the build­ 
ing in which to hold the citrus fair. There 
are sufficient accommodations in Marys­ 
ville for everyone, in case the fair is held 
there. 
Through Eastern excursionists 
could, without losing much time, stop at 
Marysville. Oroviile being out of the way, 
the visitors could not be induced togo there. 
In Mr. Lawson’s town was the largest peach 
orchard in the State. There have beer, two 
citrus fairs at Sacramento, and Oroviile has 
held the same number, and Mr. Lawson 
thought it was about time there was a 
break in favor of Marysville this year. He 
was willing that Oroviile should have the 
fair next year. The reason Placer county 
makes no contest is because it has not a 
building suitable for the purpose. Mr. 
Lawson referred to the tent in which Oro­ 
viile has held her fairs. He said it was fail 
of leaks, and was untit to hold a citrus ex­ 
hibit. He suggested that Marysville be 
given ti,-; fair this year, and that in the 
meantime Placer and Oroviile conld erect a 
pavilion in which to hold a fair in the 
future. Eastern visitors, he thought, could 
not be asked to visit a small town on a side 
line to see a fair held in a tent. Within a 
stone’s-throw of the business streets of 
Marysville were 2 000 bearing orange trees. 
This year 130 acres of orange trees were 
planted, which represented the largest 
number of acres planted in this part of the 
State. To have the fair held at Marysville 
would give recognition to the capabilities 
of the Sacramento valley. He read extracts 
from up-conntry papers favoring Marys­ 
ville. Mr. Lawson summed up by stating 
that Marysville was better situated for a 
fair than Oroviile, for the reasons that it 
was easier and cheaper to reach by rail; 
that the town was centrally located ; had 
better accommodation; more visitors would 
be attracted, and in the end would encour­ 
age citrus culture in the valley. He con­ 
cluded with a strong appeal for Marysville 
Senator Jones of Butte followed, urging 
the claims of Oroviile. He thanked Mr. 
Lawson, for his speech, which, the Senator 
said, virtually admitted that Oroviile was 
the place for the fair. The Oroviile Mer­ 
cury, in 8'ating that the town would always 
hold yearly citrus fairs in opposition to 
fairs held at other places, stated that which 
did not represent the sentiment of the bus­ 
iness element of Oroviile. “The editor of 
the paper,’’ said Mr. Jones, “says a great 
matty things before he is ready. We want 
the $2 500 appropriation to help along our 
fair, which is to be held in January. There 
is no feeling in the matter, except such as 
exists among the newspapers. The Sacra­ 
mento citrus fairs did us no good, but the 
Oroviile fairs have done a great deal for 
ns. The cost of our second fair was over 
$,S,000. 
Within 
one-half 
a 
miie 
of Oroviile are 4,000 orange trees and 300 
lemon trees. The totai number of citrus trees 
in Oroviile and vicinity is 351,453, ninety 
per cent, of which were planted during the 
last two years. We are forced to be selfish 
this year. 
I have photographs of the 
tent, the frame of which still stands. Dur­ 
ing the last fair there was a severe storm 
which caused the tent to leak. I deny that 
the tent was in a condition disagreeable to 
visitors. The fact that a citrus fair is being 
held in a tent in midwinter is a certificate 
of oar climate. If we win the fair we will 
increase the size of the tent, which has 
already cost us about $2,000 a year. Had 
Oroviile received State aid for district 
fairs, as Marysville has, we would not have 
a $10,000 pavilion, but one costing $40,000. 
There is one good point in hold­ 
ing the fair under the tent, 
and 
that is, 
the fruit is not damaged. 
I think you ought to send the fair up 
north. We were at a disadvantage last 
year in the matter of transportation, but 
when we hold the next fair that trouble 
will be avoided. The Central Pacific now 
owt s the road to Oroviile. and its officers 
have promised to sell tickets at reduced 
rates,"and the freight on exhibits to be 
charged but for one way. Oroviile can ac­ 
commodate 150 more people this year than 
last. There is a Citizens' Reception Com­ 
mittee. who never go to bed until every 
stranger is accommodated with lodgings. 
Marysville speaks of her peach orchard. 
Oroviile can go her one better. In that town 
is a banana tree front which,during the win­ 
ter, can be plucked ripe bananas. We must 
hold oar fair at Oroviile in January, for we 
promised to give a third fair. From the 
last fair Oroviile has left a tent and other 
material valued at about $2,000. If do fair 
is held this property will be of no further 
use to us. As a recognition of industry, 
enterprise and the good we have done, give 
Oroviile the fair.” 
The Senator stated that in the event 
Marysville was given the fair, Oroviiie 
would not give way, but hold her fair. He 
guaranteed, however, on behalf of the del­ 
egation, that if the Directors would devote 
the $2.500 appropriation to the coming Oro­ 
viile fair, that town would Dot have a fair 
next year. The delegation present con­ 
tributed two-thirds of the money for the 
two previons fairs. Mr. Jones deemed it 
but just and right that the Directors should 
manage the fair, as it was their duty under 
the law. 
Assemblyman Ostrom agreed with Mr. 
Jones, and said that in the Legislature he 
advocated that the Directors should have 
the authority over the citrus fairs. 
E. W. Maslin, of Placer, was called on to 
give his views in the matter. He said he 
did not want to be considered a partisan of 
Marysville or Oroviile. There was no dis­ 
senting voice in his county but that Sacra­ 
mento was '-e place in which to hold the 
fair. There was considerable indignation 
in his county, he said, that the Sacramento 
City Board of Trade should have had the 
impertinence to waive the claim of Sacra­ 
mento county to the fair. Placer county 
could smoffier the Oroviile fair with 
oranges. The fair should be held in the 
place where it conld invite the people to 
engage in citrus cuítate. Mr. Maslin said 
that the exhibits to Oroviile would have 
to be transferred at Marysville. 
Senators Jones and Greely replied that 
the exhibits would not be transferred if 
shipped in carloads. 
In conclusion. Mr. Maslin stated that the 


public sentiment of Placer county was that 
the fair should be given to Marysville. 
Mr. Thorp of Newcastle spoke in favor of 
Marysville. 
Mr. Jones remarked that he would guar­ 
antee that, if the fair is located at Oroviile, 
there would be no transhipment of ex* 
hibits. 
, 
Mr. Davis of Marysville said it was agree­ 
able for his county to Bubmit the matter of 
location. 
Director Shippee gave notice that San 
Joaquin county would next year contest 
for the fair. 
On motion of Director Chase the Board 
went into executive session to consider the 
claims of Oroviile and Marysville. 
On motion of Director Boggs it was or­ 
dered that the committee representing Oro­ 
viile be required to guarantee that if their 
city should be selected as the place for 
holding the first State Citrus Fair, they 
would guarantee not to hold a Citrus Fair 
next season at Oroviile; that location be 
made on this condition, and that they fur­ 
ther agree to pay the expenses of the Super­ 
intendent and expenses of the Committee 
of Managers from this Board from the re­ 
ceipts. 
Senator Jones, on behalf of the delega­ 
tion, gave the guarantee, and President 
Green thereupon declared Oroviile as the 
place in which to hold the citrus fair. 
The date of the commencement of the 
fair was fixed on January 7, 1890, the same 
time set by the citizens of Oroviile to hold 
their fair. Director Hancock was also ap­ 
pointed to superintend this fair. 
Directors Singletary,Cox and Boggs were 
appointed the Committee ot Managers of 
the fair. 
TUB LOS A50KLES FAIR. 
When the meeting became public again 
a communication was read from the Los 
Angeles Board of Trade, giving notice that 
on November 1st a meeting would be held 
for the purpose of devising ways and means 
for the holding of the Southern Citrus Fair. 
The advice of the Directors was asked. 
Director Briggs said that when Mr. Han­ 
cock was appointed Superintendent of the 
Los Angeles Fair it was not expected ¡hit 
he would take the active management of 
the fair. He is to see that the $2.500 to be 
given for premiums was not misappropri­ 
ated, in view of the fact that the Directors 
were held responsible. 
Director Shippee said that the Superin­ 
tendent would not be governed by Northern 
California. He is to see that the fair is 
held in a proper manner, and not to man­ 
age it in a way that would be oflensive. 
The Society will direct the Superintendent 
to have the Los Angeles Board of Trade 
appoint an assistant who thoroughly un­ 
derstands the business. 
Director Chase said that Mr. Hancock 
would conduct the fair in a manner that 
not alone would reflect credit on himself, 
but on the State. No bazaars nor adver­ 
tising schemes, such as are allowed in the 
Mechanics’ Fair, should be tolerated in the 
Los Angeles fair. The details of the fair 
will be in charge of the Los Angeles peo­ 
ple. 
• 
Director Cox said that the fair would be 
in good hands. 
Mr. Shippee said that the reason of Mr. 
Hancock’s appointment was that he was 
the Superintendent of the first Citrus Fair 
ever held in Northern and Central Califor­ 
nia. He had been tried and found capa­ 
ble. Marysville and Oroviile have said 
that they were anxious to have his services 
in ease they held fairs. 
Ou motion of Director Chase, President 
Green was authorized to accompany Mr. 
Hancock to Los Angeles to-day. Tue gen­ 
tlemen were directed to explain to the Lns 
Angeles Board of Trade the Directors’ posi­ 
tion in the matter. The question of premi­ 
ums was left to them. 
PROrOSKD HISTORICAL EXHIBIT. 
A committee cf Sacramento citizens ap­ 
peared before the Board, representing an 
organization recently made at a meeting 
over which Mayor Gregory presided. There 
were eight or ten of the committee present, 
and in the absence of the Chairman, Divid 
Lubin was made spokesman. He said the 
committee desired to notify the Board of 
the resolutions of citizens of Sacramento, 
who held a meeting recently to consider 
the subject, to have a Pacific coast exhibi­ 
tion in 1892, and it was desired to know if 
the Board would approve the idea aud give 
it indorsement. It was explained that it 
would be held at the time of the State Fair, 
and auxilliary to it; that it was the inten­ 
tion to make it an ethnic exhibition, to 
show articles from ail Pacific States 
illustrative 
of 
their 
history, 
the 
character of the people, their cus­ 
toms, 
costumerv, 
arms, 
implements 
of industry, etc., from their earlier to their 
later dates, and perhaps to have some 
tribes of aboriginees exhibit. 
The idea 
was to have a historical exhibition in the 
chief of the Pacific States, ami at the Capi­ 
tal of that State. It was believed that all 
Pacific coast and South American coun­ 
tries would contribute to such an exhibi­ 
tion, and certainly all North American 
States and Territories on this coast would 
be represented. It was added that in the 
four hundredth centennial year there are lo 
be numerous expositions in different States, 
and that now proposed was intended 
to attract visitors to the coast, and to gratify 
and iuform our own peODle also. 
President Green and Director Chase re­ 
plied that the Board certainly would give 
countenance and moral support and en­ 
couragement to such a Echente, and they 
congratulated the Capital City for pre­ 
empting the idea. At the evening session 
the Board considered the matter, and au­ 
thorized the Secretary to notify the com­ 
mittee that it would give approval and 
moral snpport to the scheme, but conld not 
extend financial aid. 
Alter a four-hours’ stssion the Board ad­ 
journed.

“BLEW OUT THE GAS.” 


THEY WERE LET OFF. 
The Brighton Car-Campers Show They 
W ere Not Bad lien. 
Charles Moores and L. Lewald were tried 
before Justice Baker yesterday on a charge 
of malicious mischief, for having built a 
fire in a box car on the track at Brighton. 
Testimony showed that the men had made 
in the car a sort of oven of bricks and 
placed thereon an empty oil can, in which 
they had built a fire. 
They were just 
throwing their furnace out of the car when 
arrested by Deputy Sheriff Fey. 
The men admitted their guilt so far as 
having made the fire, but claimed they did 
not know it to be against the law, and also 
that no harm had been done. 
Deputy District Attorney Bruner, who 
prosecuted the case, suggested that the 
Court deal leniently with the men, as they 
seemed to be honest and straightforward in 
the matter. 
Justice Baker said be was also inclined 
to the opinion that the offense was com­ 
mitted through ignorance of the law, and 
that he would impose only a fine of $10 in 
each case. 
The judgment of the Court fell like a 
thunder clap on the penniless men, who 
thought they saw the jail doors again open 
to receive them, and one broke down com­ 
pletely and begged the Court, with tears in 
his eyes, to allow them to go and seek em­ 
ployment in order that they might earn the 
money to pay the tiue.

The North we ilern takes care of the whole 
of our W est-bound traffic, and we take 
care of all the East-bound business for ten 
years, with an Arbitration Board to pre­ 
vent friction and settle differences. This 
preserves to the Union Pacific its arbitrary 
allowances for ten years. Against these 
other lines we have been w hittling away 
until there was danger we should have 
nothing left but a pro rata on a mileage 
basis.

N ew Y ork. October 2 9 tb .—The Post's 
railroad article suvs of th e contract with 
the Union Pacific: The Union Pacific has 
chosen as an ally a road which m ight in 
future have done it the most harm . The 
centract would have no m eaning if it did 
not provide that the Northwestern would 
not within ten years extend its W yoming 
line to Pacific coast connections, and thus 
form another through line. This point 
m ust have been carefully thought out by 
th e Northwestern Directors, for it has been 
the opinion of Western railroad men that 
the Northwestern would be compelled to 
extend its W yoming and Idaho line west­ 
ward to protect the transcontinental traffic 
o f the m ain lines in Iowa and Illinois. This 
now is secured by the contract w ithout an 
extension.
